CITY WATER 13 
~ UNSAFE TO DRINK 
| 


State Bactenologist Loizeaux 
River Water. 


The statement of City Health Officer Norman 
Williamson that Sacramento river water is pol- 
Inted with typhoid bacteria and is a menace to 
health, is confirmed by the report of Dr. W. A. 
Sawyer of the California state board of health 
hygenic laboratory at Berkeley, submitted to 
the city commission yesterday. He made an ex- 
amination at the request of the commission, after 
former trustee, J. J. Divine requested the board 
to prohibit Dr. Williamson from issuing state- 
ments to the newspapers that the city’s water 
upply is responsible for the prevalence of ty- 
phoid fever. ; 

A sample of the water was taken by Divine 
and Dr. Loizeaux, city bacteriologist, and sent 
to the Berkeley laboratory the same day. Imme- 
diate examination showed 170 bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter, Colon bacilli, indicating the 
presence of intestinal contamination, was found 
extensively. . 

‘‘Our examination shows that the river water 


is polluted to a: degree which make it unques- 
tionably unsafe for drinking purposes,’’ the re- 
port concludes.

‘burdens as patiently as the beast he 
‘Plows, but is patience a bar from jus- 
tice? The labor problem of Virginia 
today is on the farm, and the first 
attention should be given those who 
labor fn the field. 


Thé Need of Cheap Money. 


Agriculture has uever been proper 
ly fipanced. The farmer pays a much 
higher rate of interest as a rule than 
any other class o:1 borrower and his 
property, especially that of farm. prod- 
ucts, is net: so readily aecepted as a 
basis of credit as the property of 
other lines of industry of equal mar- 
ket value. . 

A rural or land credit system is 
meeded that will enable a farmer to 
‘buy a home on long time at a cheap 
rate of interest. 

A statute based on sound business 
‘principles that wil} enable the land- 
‘less to buy and encourage the large 
-laad-owner.to sell, is much. néeded,. 
“@0d one that merits the most serious 
@eusideration of our law makers.‘ 

“The financial problem of the state 
“‘@@@ nation is on the farm, and first 
sttention should be given those who 
create the nation’s wealth. 


It fs an admitted economic fact that 
there can be no permanént prosperity 
without a permanent agriculture. 


Am up-to-date farmer must have an 
mecurate knowledge of today and a 
elear visien of tomorrow. 


In this age of advancement in agri- 
cultural science there is no excuse for 
oll depletion to further menace the 
nation's prosperity. 


Soll is not a dead, inert substance, 
as many suppose. It is an active, virile 
force, full of energy and power and 
the farmer should know his soil if he 
would maintain its productiveness. 


Agriculture is recognized as the 
greatest of all industries and a pros- 
porous, progressive and enlightened 
agricultural population is the surest 
safeguard of civilization.

sea.” (Psalm 46:2.) 
Those who have 
seen the beautiful 
film, “Christ Walking on the Sea,” in 
‘ghe Photo-Drama of Creation, will 
readily appreciate the Pastor’s line of 
thought. d 

The Psalm from which this text is 
taken is Messianic; that is, it applies 
to the time of the inauguration of Mes- 
siah’s Kingdom, said the Pastor. Pro- 
phetically and symbolically it relates 
to the trouble incident to the passing | 
of sin and selfishness and the Pld 
ration of righteousness and peace un- 
der Christ's Mediatorial Kingdom. 
Whether the events predicted come to 
pass fn our day or not. thev were sure- 
ly written for our instruction. 


The Day of Trouble Pictured. 

The Psalm opens with the blessed 
assurance that “God is a very present 
Help in trouble.” Those tn: covenant 
relationship with God through Christ | 
may feel serene in every situation. Not | 
merely in the final trouble, when Satan 
shall be bound, when sin and sorrow 
shall be brought to an end, will God 
be a Refuge for His saints, but at all 
times and under all cireumstances. 

“Therefore will we not fear.” Fear 
is the great torment of our race. It is 
the lash which the Adversary uses to 
drive away from God those who need 
His sywpathy and love. God would 
bave us love Him as our Father. As| 
love. more love, perfect love, comes 
into our hearts, it correspondingly casts | 
out the fear which the Adversary 
would inculcate and which has burn. | 
ed into meh’s minds and consciences 
the “doctrines of demons.” mentioned | 
by St. Paul.

In Scripture symbology the term 
earth represents the social structure;

trary, God’s people are instructed not 
to use carnal weapons, but to suffer 
injury; for God. the great Over-Lord.

The Psalmist goes on to describe the 
tumult of that day of overwhelming 
trouble when God's Kingdom will be 
established. Of the sea that will swal- 
low mountains he says, “The waters 
thereof roar and be troubled; the moun- 
tains shake with the swelling thereof.” 
Probably such socialistic and anarch- 
istic roarings have many times caused 
kingdoms and kings to tremble; but 
some day the final catastrophe. will 
occur. Who can tell how near that 
day may be! Many Bible students 
hold that according to prophecy such 
a climax will be reached in 1915. 
Rather than harass men's minds with 


the glorious “silver lining’ of Millen- 
nial joy behind this cluud of trouble. 
He would encourage God's consecrated 
people to faithfulness and zeal. Christ’s 
Gospel is not a message of daunation. 
feur and torture. but “Good Tidings of 
great Joy unto all people.”
